ed States. 

While Churchill described Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's action as assuring 
American and British ccoperation to 
protect the Atlantic Ocean routes 
to Britain and as preventing Hitler 


from bringing pressure on the Unit- 
ed States, the Nazis bitterly protest- 
ed that the occupation was a “stab 
in the back” and that America had 
entered the “battle area, where 
shooting is sharp.” 

The only German claims of ad- 
vances on the eastern front were is- 
sued by the Nazi official’ news 
agency, which reported gains in un- 
specified areas of Bessarabia and 
said that the key town of Ostrov, 
on the north central front near the 
Latvian border had been occupied 
by Germans. 

Loss of Ostrov, where fighting has 
been in progress on a big scale be- 
fore the main Stalin line defenses, 
would be of importance in both the 
German drives on Moscow and on 
Leningrad, which lies 190 miles to 
the north. The Russian communi- 
que said that the: Red army had 
“strengthened”’ its positions in that 
sector. 

The German agency also reported 
occupation of the Port of Pernau or. 
Pernov and the rail town of Fel- 
lin in Estonia. 

Official reports—and the lack of 
specific German information in 
some instances—from the eastern 
front indicated some of the most 
important developments since Hit- 
ler launched his unprecedented of- 
fensive against the Soviet Union. 
They included: 

1. The Moscow. war communique 
said the Germans, leaving hundreds 
of dead on the field, had been driv- 
en westward “in retreat” on the 
Lepel sector of the central frent 
protecting the road to the Russian. 
capital. German reports did not. 
mention this sector. 

2. The Russians said that the: 
German-Rumanian forces which 
crossed the Pruth river on the ex- 
treme southern sector guarding the 
Ukraine had been smashed back in 
disorderly flight to Rumania. The 
Nazi reports spoke only of general 
gains Bessarabia after repulsing an 
enemy counter-attack. 

3. The Russians indicated that 
they were holding or fighting hard 
on all sectors of the front, includ- 
ing the Bobruisk region where an- 
other German spearhead is point- 
ed at Moscow and the Novogradvol- 
ynsk sector where the Nazis have 
made their greatest advance into 


‘the Ukraine. The communiques have. 


declared the German-Finnish ad- 
vance toward Leningrad had. made 
virtually no progress, although 
heavy fighting was continuing in 
the Arctic area of Murmansk. 

4 The Royal Air Force, made 
battering attacks on the German 
war machine, striking heavily at 
Hamm, Muenster, the Leune gaso-. 
line works and oecupied zone tar- 
gets, apparently forcing the Luft- 
waffe to shift some of its air squad- 
rons back from the east to the west- 
erm fronts. 

5. The British reported that 
Vichy leaders in Syria were indi-
